2. As to claim 1 , D1 describes how a change in the thickness of a spacer layer 
amounts to spherical aberration (cf. in D1 col.11 1.18-60). 

D1 , however, does not proceed to derive e.g. limits for the thicknesses of the 
spacer layers nor their weighted refractive indexes as presently claimed (cf. loc. 
cit). 

Thus, the subject-matter of claim 1 involves an inventive step. 
This applies to claim 8 mutatis mutandis. 



Further remarks 

1 . Claim 1 relates to a so called double pass transmission f which is, however, not 
defined in that claim; thus, claim 1 is not clear (Art.6). 

This applies mutatis mutandis to claim 8.
